1* Oberleutnant Dr* M* PERU) vaa taken yesterday (12 July) 
on a bird-dog mission to Reit-io-Winkel. 

2# Object of tbe trip vaa: to determine final time and place 

of tbe dissolution of Ull D» and, if possible, to locate eons 
of Its personnel* 

3* PSRID was let out just South of Relt-lm-ttlnkel on tbe road 
from Kitzbuhl, Austria* This was done in order to give Credence 
to hla cover-atory that "after his desertion of Mil* D N (a fact - 
known to the personnel of Mil* D), he went South into Austria; 
that he was arrested there, and that after superficial interrog- 
ation he was discharged by the French (who now control tbe ter- 
ritory), and was nov on his way home to Mlesbach; he had to act 
cautiously because he still lacked American discharge papers; 
he wanted to know what was the best way of obtaining American 
discharge papers* 

4* He contacted a waitress who was once employed at the See- 
gat terl Inn ( a short distance from the erstwhile Has* of Mil 
D at Winkelmoos, and often visited by members of the Mil D)* 

She directed him to the stebssahlmeister TODTB now living at 
Reit-Im-ffinkal* 

5* From TOMB* 1BRID learned the following:

On 4 May Mil D billets on top of the mountain 
( Winkelmoo abut ten ) were occupied by tbe 38 who 
Intended to defend the territory* Amt D had to 
pack end leave for 30RIH0 (vie Saalfelden, Austria)* 

MU D disbanded at Burlng; and it was commonly agreed 
that all personnel give themselves up to the Americans, 
state their true names and r^nk, but either do not 
mention at all or play down their Intelligence 
Connection* 

TODTfi waa discharged after a short interview at Bad 
Aibling; he o«ne back to Reit-im-Winkel, where he 
plans on buying and running the local cinema* 
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d) L0&MI3 also obtained discharge papers and was last 
seen at Bad Slater hjr TODTS (who went there two days 
before Russians occupied the territory in order to 
recover some private propety which he could not take 
along at the time Mil D moved from Bad Sister to Reit- 
isMfinkel; for this trip he was even provided gasoline 
by the looal American authorities). 

e) Oapt* EI3ENBSB0 is reported to be in a FV Camp at 
Kassel. He presented himself to the American author- 
ities in Bad Sister* 

f ) Another member of Mil D, Major UKNGBR, was also taken 
prisoner at Bad Slater* 

g) lfoj* LOOS is reported to have been seen at Camp Til sal 
of the Aibling Discharge Center (probably at Kiroheeen)* 
He Is reported to be in good graces of the Americans 
there and a discharge has been promised him for hie 
cooperation* 

h) Major NADMANN, former chief of Abw* IX and later of 
Mil D, a General Staff Officer, actually received his 
discharge in two days* After hie discharge he vent to 
his " emergency home' 1 (Behelfshelm) in the vicinity of 
Augsburg* He can be located through hie wife's family, 
a well-known Augsburg family by the name of DALLASUS* 

1) BOLDT, Lt*, is reported to be still in Bad Sister, 

though he did not want to be in the Russian controlled 
territory* 

j) Copt* GIEBLBR, who was LOOS' handy man* and was in 
charge of the transport from Reit-Im-winkel to Baring, 
s "most stubborn Nasi", is thought to be. in Stuttgart* 

As a civilian he was post-office employee* 

k) ZIBRIACK, BITTNER, and women secretaries are reported 
also discharged in the "regular legal PW channels"* 

l) In Reit-im-Winkel, besides TODTS, live two of Mil 

D'a fonner secretaries: Frau ZIBRIACK (wife of Oapt* 

ZIBRIACK), and Frl* WESTERMANN, who was in the service 
of the OKS? for a "vexy long time"* 

6* None of tbfe available people (TODTS, Frau ZIERIACK f and 
Frl* WBSTERMANN) were arrested in order to protect our informer. 
Obit. FERID* 
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7* FKaUD* s cooperation in this matter was exemplary: he 
acted as though it vas his o to personal responsibility to 
locate these people* He is intelligent and trustworthy* 
After the trip PHRID vas brought back to his home in Mies* 
bach (his reward: one K-ration for lunch)*
